ever, the pnaonen told him they bad "done 
the robbery," aad requested him to aell tome 
cloth tor them, which they bad got. Upon 
this be (Taylor) went to Carthy, to whom ha 
elated that there wsa tome cloth to be told at 
j!. a yard; Carthy upon this purchased two 
yards, and subsequently bought two yard* 
more st half that price, which wtt * little moth- 
eaten. Some days after thia Carthy purchased 
ait yard* more for £1 3s. or £1 A.., but Tay- 
lor laid, that be had never told Carthy any- 
thing about the robbery, merely atallng thai 
the cloth belonged to another man. In a day 
or two alter Taylor made a bargain with an. 
othtr man for the purchase of iha cloth, bat not 
baring any more of It at hand, he got back 
three ytrdt from Cai thy, under a pTomiao of 
tetuming a similar quantity at soon aa " the 
man" came home. Ihe person, however, with 
whom this bargain had been made, handed 
Teyloroverto Mr. Wood, the Chief (Jonatable 
of Maitland, and soon after thia Fitagerald waa 
apprehended. Thv prlemet Carthy, when ap- 
plied to, at once admitted having purchased 
cloth from Taylor, and produced such of it aa 
he had left without the least 



Ml. I'raavov, who appeared on behalf of the 

Eriaooer Carthy. contended that no caae had 
ten made out against that individual, inas- 
much aa th e whole of the evidence went to 
show that he had received the good* without 
ths slightest knowledge of their having been 
stolen, 

Captain Day (commandant of the Btttckade) 
and olhsw witnesses were then called, from
